Question of Milk Supply to 

Region Brought Up at 

Regular Meeting 

Attention waa drawn to the milk 
situation here at the Business Men's 
meeting last Monday evening. The 
farmers here are supposedly held to 
an agreement to deliver all of their 
milk to the factory. Any violation of 
this agreement la met with a threat 
to cut off their supply at the factory. 
The management's stand at tho 
factory is that during the winter 
months they take care of all the 
farmera milk, and when the summer 
comes, with the Increased demand 
for milk In Chicago, the farmers 
want to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to sell their milk to the sum- 
mer trade at a fair profit. 

Willie the factory's stand is right 
from a bualueaa standpoint, there la 
a public benefit standpoint tbar must 
bo considered. We have a large In- 
flux of summer resorters for three 
months, and they must be supplied 
with milk some way. 

Mr. Droni, the local dealer, has a 
herd of cows that he figures to up- 
hold a regular year-round trade. He 
can not maintain a larger herd to 
supply a summer trade at tho price 
he has to sell his milk. He can not 
buy extra milk off any of the farm- 
ers. Tho factory has refused to sell 
him extra milk. 

The matter was placed In tho 
hands of a committee consisting of 
Mr. Scott, Mr. Nabor and Mr. Wood- 
head. The matter will probably bo 
taken up with Mr. Broxham in the 
near future. 

There has been another situation 
brought up that, while not a matter 
for the business men, should be look- 
ed into by agricultural- authorities 
and especially the local milk Inspec- 
tor. 

The factory here receives milk 
from farmers who have tested h-irds 
and farmers who have not yet had 
their herds tested. Recently the :ac- 
tory has compelled tho farmers to 
take back skim milk. 

It Is said that this milk Is all- 
gathered together and the tested and 
untested milk are mixed together, 
and despite the losses and sacrifices 
made by the farmers who had their 
herd tested at the instigation of the 
government to free tlie country of 
T. B. cattle, these men are forced to 
take home a mixture of tested and 
untested aklm milk. 

Many of tho farmera have calves 
and pigs at their farms that they 
could feed thia skim milk to, but 
hesitate to use this mixture. It cer- 
tainly la an Injuatlce to the farmers 
who have made the aacrlfice asked 
by the government to free their herd 
of T. B, cattle, only to have aklm milk 
thrown back at them that does not 
come from tested herds. 

The time Is not far distant when 
the government will compel the 
dealers to distinguish between tested 
and untested milk. Aa the majority 
of Lake county cows are now tested, 
why can't that distinction bo made 
now.

ALSO FAUMEUS LINE 
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CLOSED BELDEN DAIRY PLANT 

The Ilolden plant, of the Western 
Dairy Company, was closed last week 
and It Is reported that It will remain 
closed Indcllnltely. The seventy or 
more patrons ni the plant are at a 
loss to know what disposition to 
niaUo of their milk, some 30,000 Ihs., 
daily. A truck comes to Stone's Cor- 
ners daily from the Toarsall Bailor 
company , at Klgln, and takes one 
load of *25 cans of mlllt hut anlde 
from tills the dairymen arc forced 
to skim or separate the milk and 3l Ip 
the cream. 

This action on the part of the West- 
ern Dairy company cnmo after thoy 
had is.sued an ultimatum that thoy 
would not pay the association price 
agreed upon, April 1. Several meet- 
ings were held with roprosentathes 
of the producers and the Western 
Dairy company officials In Chicago, 
hut thoy could not come to terms 
The Dairy company claimed that they 
could huy milk for as low as S1.:I0 
per hundred up In AVIsconsIn, and 
would close the plant rather than 
pay the association price In this Chl> 
cago district. 

. They offered to pay $1.50 for May 
and June and then come up to the as- 
sociation price for the balance of the 
six-month period. This was not 
favored by the majority of the pro- 
ducers and only six or seven agreed 
to deliver milk at that price. This 
was not enough to operate the plant 
and It was closed. 

Juat what the results will be cin- 
not bo stated at this time, but dairy- 
men who have been doll\crIag milk 
to Heldcn will no doubt try to llnd 
an cut'et for their milk nt aomo of 
•.he nearby receiving p'.ynts. 

The closing of the Deldon plant Is 
a hardship upon those who have been 
accustomed to the short haul there 
and It was a great convenience to the 
dairymen In the neighborhood and no 
doubt the Western Dairy Company 
believed that thoy could force the 
patrons to take a leas price for their 
product on this account, rather than 
have the factory closed. 



GOOD ROADS HELP 

FARMER TO MARKET 
Farmers living on or near hard 
roads are discovering that they can 
hitch one good team to two loads of 
corn, wheat, hay or whatever they 
have to sell and go to market easier 
than they formerly did with one load 
hitched to the same team. Even good 
gravel roads In condition permit the 
pulling of a much heavier load than 
on tho old dirt roads. Farmers find 
that by buying another new wagon, 
they can cut their distance from mar- 
ket In half, and one man can do the 
hauling formerly requiring two . By 
hauling salt, lumber, new farm mach- 
inery, etc., on tho return trip, the pro- 
lit In time and labor gained from 
good roads Is again Increased.

FORM CREAM SELLING POOL 

Ford county dairymen now havo a 
full-fledged cream selling organiza- 
tion according to Farm Advisor Doer- 
sohuk of Lake county, since the 114 
dairy farmers representing 'IDG cows, 
who signed tho pooling contract of 
the Ford County Diary iMarkotIng 
AsHoclutlon met at Paxton, May 27, 
and completed their organization ac- 
cording to the ininoiH Agricultural 
Association plan. By-hnvs of the now 
cooperative were drafted' and ofllcors 
elected, following are the live mem- 
bers of the board of directors: 
Ellven .1. F. Nelson, Paxton, presi- 
dent; O. G. Anderson, Paxton, s^cre 
tary; George L. Stanford, Lota; .las. 
Gourloy, Paxton; Nela Hanson, Pax- 
Inn. Kllven J. F. N^-Imoii Is chairman 
and JnmoH Gourloy secretary of the 
Paxton local. 

Two of tbe director! are appointed 
from the directorato of the Ford 
County rami Bureau and three are 
elected from membors of the Dairy 
AH.ioclatlou. All direc on are farm 
bureau members which Is one re- 
qulroment of tho Ford County organ- 
ization. 

Convincing proof that the pooling 
will bring a better price is evidenced 
by the fact that four cream buying or- 
ganizations have submitted bids and 



are competing for tho cream. Tho di- 
rectors are now busy considering 
these offers and will soon close with 
tho highest bidder. Operations will 
commence in about two weeks in the 
first branch at Paxton. Other buying 
points will be established lu tho coun- 
ty aa soou as the local dairy men 
sign up In sulTlcIent numbers to as- 
sure a profitable volume. The financ- 
ing luis been cared for by arranging 
for n loan at one of tho Paxlon banks, 
which loan will he paid off from re- 
serves. There Is no capital stock and 
eiich member has one vote. 

Oniclals of the Illinois Agricultural 
Association slate that in three 
monlh Ford County will be free from 
bovine tuberculosis which will make 
this organization the first co-opera- 
tive marketing ussochitlon in IllinoiB 
that is selling products from T. B.

WEATHER BUREAU ADVOCATES 
SIMPLIFICATION OF CALENDAR 
During ibo p;isi two yt'ar:^ boltoi' 
in the desirability of .^inndifyiiig iho 
present calendar has progressed to a 
point wliore efforts arc being made to 
bring about an international congress 
to consider the best way to do this. 

rrofessor C. R Marvin, chief of the 
"Weather nureau of tho United 
States Department of gricuUuro. is 
greatly interested in this movement 
and advocates that form of slnipliii- 
cation which would result in a your 
l)ased on our present 7-ilay week as a 
unit. Tho year would consist of 13 
months of 2S days or exactly \ weeks 
each, and an extra day. The sugges- 
tion favored by Doctor Marvin is that 
this SGfith or extra day be giveu a 
special name, such as "New Year's 
Eve" or other equivalent designation, 
made a world-wide holitlay and plac- 
ed between Decomber 2S and Janu- 

uary 1. 

The extra month, for which a new 
name must also be invented, would 
be least likely to upset our present 
way of calculating, if introduced la 
midsummer, between June and July. 
••Leap year day," by whatever name 
it may be known, would bo accept- 
able as a mid-summer holiday every 
four years. A slight chanre In the 
Bystem of establishing century leap 
years In also recommended. 

The division of the year into 
months, which are exact mulitples of 
a 7-day weeiv without a fractional re- 
mainder, will greatly simplify the as- 
sembling ot meteoroligical data, ac- 
counting and paying in business and 
industry generally, computing Inter- 
est, and making many financial and 
other reckonings ba^ed on the calen- 
dar. Business men are in favor of an 
exact number of weeks in a quarter, 
and school terms and recesses could 
bo arranged with much less disturb- 
ance lo the curriculum than at pres- 
enL It la believed that there will be 
no insuperable dimculty in arrang- 
ing a consideration of the matter by 
representatives of the Roman, Angli- 
can and Greek and other churches, 
and leading astronom,er8, it an in- 
ternational congress or council Is 
called, either through the League of 
Nations or some independent nation, 
such as Switzerland or the United 
States. If such a congress succeeds 
In taking action before 192S, the near- 
est year in which January 1 falls on 
a Sunday under our present sy.stem, 
the change can be instituted without 
Inconvenience.

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NEW AUDITING SERVICE 

FOR CO-OPS MEETING WITH 

APPROVAL OVER STATE 
Consid^ribU iiiiereit has been 
shown in the auditing and business 
advisory service recently Instituted 
by the niisois Agricultural ssocla- 
tion. according to George E. Wicker, 
the director of the service, who has 
come from .Minnesota where he has 
boon directing a similar organization 
under state control, In which over 100 
organizations received a similar ser- 
vice lo that which Is proposed by the 
L A. A. 

A meeting of the 16 farmers' eleva- 
tors in Logan county at Lincoln last 
week resulted In tho formation of 
what Is thought to bo the first coun- 
ty organization of farmers' elevators 
In Illinois. Mr. Wicker presented the 
auditing and business advisory ser- 
vice plan to those present and It was 
received very favorably, he reports. 
Ratification and action however, was 
left to the individual elevators. The 
meeting was sponsored by Ihe Logan 
County Farm Bureau with J. H. 
Chekley, president of the Illinois 
Farm Advisors Association, as chair- 
man. 

V. Vaniman, who is In charge of 
field organization ot the auditing co- 
operative, reports that laterest is 
keen and that elevator men have ex- 
pressed their appreciation of such a 
sound service as Is proposed by the 
1. A. A. Actual auditing In service 
will be available In a few weeks, says 
Mr. Wicker. Mr. Vaniman says that 
ho has held 15 meetings all over the 
state with farmers* elevator gather- 
ings, all of which have endorsed the 
auditing oervlce.

country. We view with alarm the 
fact that the GSth Congress fiter 
acknowledging agriculture as the 
basic Industry of the nation and also 
acknowledging that a real emergency 
existed In this Industry failed to en- 
act any agricultural relief legislation. 

"We therefore call upon all who 
are Interested in agriculture anJ the 
future prosperity of this country to 
study the vote as roglalered for and 
against the farm relief measure ot 
the present congress with a view to- 
wards supporting men who will 
pledg themselves to principles that 
will restore the value of the agricul- 
tural dollar so that the standards ot 
living of those engaged In agricultur- 
al pursuits be comparable with thoso 
enjoyed by labor and Industry. 

"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, 
that we commend the action of_ nil 
members of the CSth Congress who 
by our farm organizations and cspec- 
supported tho principles advocated 
lally those representatives of our 
own state."

CENTRAL STATES HAVE MOST 

LIVE STOCK ASSOCIATIONS 
Of 1,598 farmers' asBOcIatlons hand- 
ling livestock which have reported to 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, 94 per cent are in the North ! 
Central States. Nearly GO per cent I 
are In the seven States west of the 
Mlealaslppl River and over 34 per 
cent In the five States east of the 
rlvor. Fewer than 100 reports were 
received from tho other 30 states. 

Iowa seems to bo the leading atate 
with regard to number of associa- 
tions of this type, followed in turn by 
Minnesota, Illinois, and Wisconsin. 
Ohio is first In volume of business 
per association in 1922, followed by 
Iowa and Alissourl. Slightly over 40 
per cent of. the associations reporting 
are Incorporated; IS per cent have 
capital stock; 11 per cent pay divi- 
dends on capital stock, 90 per cent 
are composed only of producers of 
livestock; and 54 per cent pay pat- 
ronage dividends. 

The average age of 774 associa- 
tions is 5M: years. Over 27 per cent 
of 603 associations have from 51 to 
100 members each; over 19 per cent 
have from. 101 to 150 members; and 
over 14 per cent have from 151 to 200 
members. Four hundred and thirty- 
three associations reported collectlvo 
buying.

NEW YORK CHEESE 

PRODUCERS ORGANIZE 

Twenty-six cooperative cheeao pro- 
ducers' aaaoclatlona have been form- 
ed In Now York Stato and federated 
Into a State-wide organization. Eigh- 
teen of tho local aasoclatlons are new 
having beea organized recently 
around local cheese factories, the 
United tates Department of Agricul- 
ture reports.' It Is expected that the 
federation will control about 6,000,000 
pounds of cheese this year, or about 
one-eleventh of the product of the 
State. 

Eight of the aasocIatlonB were 
formed about four years ago, as was 
also a federation. Sales have 'icen 
handled through a cheese sales board 
made up of ono representative from 
each of the local factories. The 
board met once a week when prices 
on bid-and-asked Quotallona were de 
termlned. This method of arriving 
at prices proved satisfactory, and It 
was to carry marketing activities o 
step farther that the larger federa- 
tion has been formed. 



SCRUB, SOLD AND SUN ALL 

DAIRY UTENSIL SAY EXPERT 
"Scrub, scald and sun all dairy 
utensils/' says A. D. Lynch, director 
of the dairy marketing of the Illinois 
Agricultural Association, "and the 
bacteria that cause undesirable fiav- 
ora in cream will call In their hearse 
and stage a funeral. Bacteria hate a 
scrubbing brush ; scalding water 
knocks 'em unconscious and a few 
hours of direct auullght completes 
their execution. 

"Simply rinsing out milk palls or 
separator bowls or cream cans with 
warm water provides such a warm, 
cozy incubator for the millions of 
bacteria present on the surface that 
they double their population every 
seven minutes. If the same utensils 
were scrubbed, scalded and sunned, 
those millions would be killed rather 
thaa propagated. 

"Ever pull out an old fence post? 
Remember how they were decayed 
at tho ground line ? Bacteria are 
largely responsible for this destruc- 
tion. Bacteria work best where there 
is food, a little air and where tho 
direct sunlight Is shut out. That's 
why they like to make their home In 
a cream separator bowl that Is simply 
fiushed out with warm water and 
left standing unwashed over night, 
accounts (or their presence In milk 
pails and milking machine parts that 
still have some milk sticking to them. 
"Unclean utensils and careless 
dairy methods are Important reasons

DEVICE DISCLOSES EXCESS 

LIQUID IN CANNED FOODS 
A device to determine whether 
liquid has been substituted excessive- 
ly for solid food In cans has been de- 
vised by an employee of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United States Depart- 
ment of gricuiture. The Instrument 
Is a perforated, circular brass plate 
three Inches in diameter, to the cen- 
ter of which Is screwed perpendicu- 
larly a brass rod one-quarter of an 
inch square. On one aide of the rod 
Is a scale graduated la inches and 
sixteenths of an inch. When a can 
has been opened for sampling by the 



Inspector, the measuring instrument 
Is pressed down lightly on the solid 
contents, the liquid portion rising 
through the perforations. A straight 
edge is then placed across the top of 
the can and the reading made where 
it comes In contact with the brass 
rod. If this Instrument proves as 
satisfactory as officials expect it will 
aid materially in detecting the prac- 
tice of selling brine, sirup or water 
in place of solid food products.

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THE COUNTRY NEWSPAPER 
•lust" as the business buildings of a 
town express the commercial ambi- 
tions and achievements of a place, so 
the newspaper Is the form through 
which the thought and purposes and 
activities of a town express them- 
selves. 

If you go Into a strange town and 
you note shabby business blocks, 
with the stores small and crowded, 
with n general air of decay about 
these structures, you say that the 
town is running down hill. The phy- 
Hical equipment with which the town 
is trying to do hiislness shows wheth- 
er It Is succeeding or not. 

Similarly, the newspaper or news- 
papers of a town are the equipment 
with which the place endeavors to 
promote Its own Intelligence, to or- 
Banize its activities, and to exert in- 
nuenco upon outlying communltlea 
and the commonwealth as a whole. 
If the town has no newspaper that Is 
a credit to the people, it is neglecting 
a vital element in the equipment of 
community life. 

It of course sometimes happens 
that a town Is on the whole making 
good progrcHfl, will, aa the result of 
some lack of individual enterprise, 
fail to produce any creditable news 
paiwr. This lack of a Journal appro- 
priately representing the character 
of the people is a handicap that hurts 
its progress every day. Us business 
enterprises seem less attractive, be 
cause they are not presented In a 
newspaper that Is worthy of the 
town. 

When the business men and resi- 
dents of a community give adequat'3 
support to a newspaper and enable It 
to provide the service it ought to 
give, thoy secure an equipment that 
promotes the progress of that town 
In every direction. A well minted 
newspaper, well lllled with attractive 
advortising. Invites people to come in 
and trade, its full report of news 
tells the world that the money spent 
in supporting a good newspaper ail 
comes back to the town.— Klkhoru 
Independent.

The livestock owned by the 13 504 
persons who have placed their animal 
breeding operations on a purebred- 
sire basis in cooperation with Feder- 
al and States forces includes 11,6GC 
purebred bulls. The purebred boars 
listed in the report nun^ber 8.578, and 
rams 4,733. The number of stallions 
is considerably less, there being 1,071. 
While the report deals chiefly with 
the larger animals, It Is noteworthy 
that from the standpoint of numbers 
poultry exceeded all other stock com- 
Iblned In better-sires activities. The 
total number of fowls owned by per- 
sons participating In the campaign 
exceeds a million of which more than 
45.000 are standard bred malo birds.
